Climbs Past 4 Million Mark 


WASHINGTON* (AP) — Unem­ 
ployment topped four million in 
November—the highest idle figure 
for the month 
since depression 
days of rile 30s. The number at 
work was also a record. 
131* government reported today 
that job changes between October 
and November were mainly sea­ 
sonal except for a further decline 
of 150.000 in factory employment. 
These are the November fig­ 
ures: 
Employment — down by 300.000. 
The totals were 67,490.000 in Oc­ 
tober as compared with 67.182.000 
in November. The November to­ 
tal is still a record for the month, 
despite the decline. 
Unemployment—up 450,000. The 
totals were 3.579.000 in October 
and 4.031.000 in November. 
The rate of unemployment de­ 
clined slightly from 6 4 per cent 
in October to 6 3 per cent in No­ 
vember, but the Labor Depart­ 
ment said the change was insig­ 
nificant. 
The number of the long-term 
unemployed, 
those 
idle 
for 
15 
weeks or longer, remained un­ 
changed in November at about 
one million. This is one-fourth of 
the total unemployed 
There are about 200.000 more 
long-term unemployed now than 
a year ago. 
The Labor Department s month­ 
ly appraisal of the job situation 
said the 150.000 decline in the 
manufacturing 
sector 
is 
about 
twice the expected drop for the 
month. 


Tile report said that, whereas 
job declines had earlier been con­ 
fined largely to steel and auto in­ 
dustries, they now extend to vir- 
ually all industries. 
Significance was attached, toe 
to a decline of three-tenths of an 
hour in the average factory work 
week

November,

Is Upheld 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The Su­ 
preme Court unanimously upheld 
today a decision of a three-judge 
federal 
court 
in 
New 
Orleans 
which swept aside special Louisi­ 
ana laws to preserve segregation. 
Like the lower court, the Su­ 
preme Court bluntly rejected Lou­ 
isiana’s effort to block desegrega­ 
tion by invoking the old doctrine 
of interposition. 
This is a theory that the state 
can interpose its sovereignty be­ 
tween federal courts and 
state 
citizens. 
The Supreme Court said this 
doctrine is without substance, and 
cited an earlier ruling to this ef­ 
fect in Arkansas school case. 
In refusing Louisiana’s plea to 
hold up effectiveness of the lower 
court ruling pending a full scale 
review by the Supreme Court, the 
high court said: 
The nub of decision of the three- 
judge court is this: 
“ ‘The conclusion is clear that 
interposition is not a consitution­ 
al doctrine, lf taken seriously, it 
is an illegal defiance of consitu­ 
tional authority. . . .* 
“ The main base for challenging 
this ruling is that the State of 
Louisiana ‘has interposed itself in 
the field of public education over 
w'hich it has exclusive control.’ 
“This objection is without sub­ 
stance. as we held, upon full con­ 
sideration, in Cooper V. Aaron 358 
U.S. I. The others are likewise 
without 
m erit.

WASHINGTON (A P)—Few m en 
have followed a scholar s w ay to 
such peaks of success as D ean 
Rusk, who was tapped today by 
President elect John F. Kennedy 
as the next secretary of State. 
From

origin rn Cherokee 
County. Georgia. Rusk's life has 
followed a smooth upw ard curve 
through a Rhodes scholarship, ac­ 
adem ic life, w artim e service in 
Burm a, and assistant secretary of 
State for F a r E astern affairs. 
He took his present position, the 
presidency 
of 
the 
Rockefeller 
Foundation, when he left govern­ 
ment service nine years ago. 
Now, at 51, he moves back to 
the State D epartm ent as the head 
m an, and into the Kennedy ad­ 
m inistration as the top Cabinet 
officer 
Rusk first entered the State De­ 
partm ent im m ediately after World 
War II. He left it for a year to 
serve as an assistant to secretary 


of War to Robert P. Patterson. 
Then he was appointed director 
of the Office of United Nations 
Affairs back in the State D epart­ 
ment. 
In 1949 President H arry S. T ru­ 
man prom oted Rusk to assistant 
secretary' of State. 
In the swift-moving events of 
the following years, which saw* 
the eruption of the Korean W ar, 
Rusk becam e known as the archi­ 
tect of tliis country's F ar E astern 
policy. 
Rusk is a big m an physically. 
He tops six feet and weighs in the 
neighborhood of 200 pounds. Ten­ 
nis and golf are his sports. 
He was reared in Atlanta and 
educated in its public schools and 
at Davidson College in North C ar­ 
olina. Rusk is a Presbyterian and

church. At Davidson, Rusk w’on 
Phi Beta K appa honors and a B.A, 
degree, a sta rt in his chosen c a ­ 
reer as political scientist. 
The Rhodes scholarship followed 
and he took another B.A. and a 
m asters degree at Oxford U niver­ 
sity in England. He studied fu r­ 
ther at the U niversity of Berlin. 
In 1934 Rusk becam e an asso­ 
ciate professor of governm ent and 
dean of faculty—at the ripe age 
of 25—at Mills College, Oakland, 
Calif. He stayed there six years.

As the unm istakable signs of 
w ar gathered, Rusk joined the in­ 
fantry reserve as a captain on 
Dec. 15, 1940.
